W hereas; over 20,000.000 acres of 
laud em braced in said area are sub­ 
ject to dam age from overflow d u ring 
the high water seasons and the lives 
of the residents thereof endangered 
by fevers and kindred diseases result­ 
ing therefrom , and 
Whereas; the p roperty loss as a 
result of said overflows and the lack 
of proper drainage and flowage of 
water, lias for many years averaged 
approxim ately, the sum of $500,OEH) 
annually, and 
W hereas; the construction of the 
necessary system of locks, dam s and 
reservoirs, as #et forth iii the rep o rt 
of the chief of engineers of the war 
dep artm en t, is entirely feasible and 
can be constructed at a comparatively 
small cost, and 
W hereas; the section of the coun­ 
try to be benefited, is capable of 
m aintaining at least 5,DOO,EKH) people 
if the im provem ents herein suggested 
are made, therefore, 
Be it resolved, by the delegates in 
convention here assembled, rep re­ 
senting the te rrito ry embraced in t he 
said Red River Valley of the N orth 
and its tributaries, vitally effecting,

The prisoner did not seem 
to waver under the sentence but took 
it in about as common a m atter of 
fact way as it is possible for mortal 
man to do. 
The officials 
who 
have 
known 
Knapp state that he is a bad char­ 
acter, and claim that the right place 
for him is in the pen. 
It will be re­ 
membered that he was charged with 
grand larceny in the second degree, 
the particular offence being the steal­ 
ing of a watch and ring from the per­ 
son of of H arry W ise at the Stratton 
hotel in the month of November 190b. 
Knapp was not arrested until March 
of this year, but the evidence against 
him was quite conclusive and there 
was no doubt but that he was guilty 
of the crime. 
Whatever Knapp m ay Im* there is 
sympathy extended to his wife and 
five children. Knapp had a farm near 
Deer wood, where his family now lives 
and lie is very well known in tile 


county.

people, and the valuation of the pro­ 
perty therein approximates $1,(KK).- 
000,(XX), and 
Whereas; over 20,(XMUHX) acres of 
land embraced in said area are sub­ 
ject to damage from overflow during 
the highwater seasons and the lives 
of the residents thereof endangered 
bv fevers and kindred diseases result­ 
ing therefrom, and 
Whereas; the property loss as a 
result of said overflows and the lack 
of proper drainage and flowage of 
water, has for many years averaged 
approximately, the sum of $500,OOO 
annually, and 
Whereas; the construction of tin* 
necessary system of locks, dams and 
reservoirs, as set forth iii the report 
of the chief of engineers of the war 
department, is entirely feasible and 
can be constructed at a comparatively 
small cost, and 
Whereas; tin* section of the coun­ 
try to be benefited, is capable of 
maintaining at least 5,OOO,DOO people 
if the improvements herein suggested j 
are made, therefore, 
Be it resolved, by the delegates in

TAKEN TO STILLWATER TO-DAY 


The Last Case of the General 


Term Being Tried This 


Afternoon. 


James Knapp was brought before 
Judge McClenahan last night ju®! 
S before court adjourned to be sen 
tenced. After the state’s attorney 
moved sentence the prisoner at the 
bar was asked if he had anything to 
say why sentence should not be 
passed at this time. He stated that 
he knew of nothing he cared to say. 
On being questioned it was learned 
that this is not Knapp s first offence; 
that he had served sometime ago a 
term in the reformatory at St. Cloud 
on the charge of manslaughter. 
The 
court sentenced him to serve three 
years at the penitentiary at Still­ 
water. The prisoner did not seem 
to waver under the sentence but took 
it In about as common a m atter of 
fact way as it is possible for mortal 
man to do. 
The officials who have known 
Knapp state that he is a bad char­ 
acter, and claim that the right place 
for him is in the pen. 
It will be re­ 
membered that he was charged with 
grand larceny in the second degree, 
the particular offence being the steal­ 
ing of a watch and ring from the per­ 
son of of Harry Wise at the Stratton 
hotel in the month of November 1900. 
Knapp was not arrested until Marc h 
of this year, but the evidence against 
him was quite conclusive and there 
was no doubt but that he was guilty 
of the crime. 
Whatever Knapp may lie there is 
sympathy extended to his wife and 
five children. Knapp had a farm near 
Deerwood, where his family now lives 
and he is very well known in the 
county. 
Sheriff Erickson took the prisoner 
to Stillwater this noon. 
Yesterday afternoon the case of 
Harry Kaatz vs. the Northern Pacific 
K y Co. was tried, Attorney C. A. All- 
bright appearing for the plaintiff and 
Attorney S. F. Alderman appearing 
for the defendant. 
The suit was 
brought to recover the value of two 
rolls of carpet lost in transit from 
Moorhead to this city when the plain­ 
tiff moved here. The jury returned 
a verdict for $55 for the plaintiff .

Resolutions Appropriately Passed at fke 


Tn* State Drainage Convention 
at Fargo. 


The following resolutions have 
been passed at the convention of the 
Tri-State Drainage Association being 
held at Fargo; 
Whereas; there now reside in the 
valley of the Red River of the North, 
and its tributaries, nearly 1,1100,000 
people, and the valuation of the pro­ 
perty therein approximates fMMMi.- 
000,000, and 
Whereas; over 20,000,000 acres of 
land embraced in said area are sub­ 
ject to damage from overflow during 
the high water seasons and the lives 
of the residents thereof endangered 
by fevers and kindred diseases result­ 
ing therefrom, and 
Whereas; the property loss as a 
result of said overflows ami the lack 
of proper drainage and flow age of 
water, has for many years averaged 
approximately, the sum of $600,000 
annually, and 
Whereas; the construction of the 
necessary system of locks, dams ant! 
reservoirs, as set forth in the report 
of the chief of engineers of the war 
department, is entirely feasible and 
can be constructed at a comparatively 
small cost, and 
W he reas; the section of the coun­ 
try to be benefited, is cafiable of 
maintaining at least 5,000,000 people 
if the improvements herein suggested 
are made, therefore, 
Be it resolved, by the delegate's in 
convention here assembled, repre­ 
senting the territory embraced in the 
said lied River Valley of the North 
and its tributaries, vitally effecting, 
as it does the states of North Dako­ 
ta, South Dakota and Minnesota, 
that the congress of the United 
States be, and is hereby, petitioned 
and urgently requested to make such 
appropriation sa t its next session, as 
may tie necessary to enter immedi­ 
ately upon the correction of the great 
evils now frequently visited upon the 
inhabitants of the Red River Valley, 
as a resuit of floods.
